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Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 7-17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious all the limitations in 
the base claims 7 and 17. Specifically, the combination of a semiconductor device of 
IGBT comprising: an intermediate region of a first conductivity type for isolating the top 
region and the deep region; a collector region of the first conductivity type contacting 
with the deep region and being isolated from the intermediate region by the deep 
region; an emitter electrode connected with the top region; a collector electrode 
connected with the collector region; and a trench gate facing a portion of the 
intermediate region via an insulating layer, wherein the portion of the intermediate 
region facing the trench gate isolates the top region and the deep region, and wherein 
the trench gate extends along a longitudinal direction in a plan view of the 
semiconductor device and width of the trench gate varies along the longitudinal 
direction in a plan view of the semiconductor device. 

The dependent claims being further limiting and definite are also allowable.
